THE SO-CALLED “GRUNDY 
MACHINE’ 


Evangelistic Speaker 


John Smoyer, 3d, President of Bristol Borough 
Council, trying to help aloftg his candidacy for re-election 
in the Sixth Ward, last week told a Philadelphia reporter 
that “years of rule— or misrule— by the Grundy machine” 
had left Bristol financially unable to cope with an influx 
of newcomers to this area. 
This was an irresponsible, slanderous statement, 
which Mr. Smoyer could not document in a thousand 
years. It is an outrageous libel against the good names 
and records of some of the most distinguished gentlemen 
and women who ever made Bristol their home. 
Let’s look briefly into the record of those thus loosely 
grouped by Mr. Smoyer as being the members of a sort 
of political gang. 
The great issue in Bristol is the future of the Bor­ 
ough’s water plant, worth millions, owned outright by the 
community, more than adequate for its own needs, but 
the constant target for greedy outside interests which fig­ 
ure they could make a fotrune out of it if they could ever 
get their fingers on it. That can happen only when and 
if some gullible local figure or group so far forget Bristol’s 
interests that they trade control of the water system <|way 
for ulterior motives. 
What is the history of the water system? Everyone 
knows that it is one of the principal contributions of the 
half century of Republican administrations which were 
in control here until Mr. Smoyer and his associates took 
over. 
If there is anything which shows the trademark of 
the so-called “Grundy machine,” it is the water works. 
Back in the early years of this century, the water supply in 
Bristol, then in the hands of a private water company, went from 
Bad to frightful. It was quite inadequate for fire protection. What 
was worse, the water, being then pumped directly from the river 
and put untreated in the mains, was a constant health menace. 
Periodically the community suffered epidemics. 
Loss of time 
am ong working people ran as high as 20 per cent. 
This was all brought to a focus by the late Miss Anna B. 
Landreth, who wrote out a petition to the water company, asking 
it to look into the matter of whether the water was contaminated. 
This petition was signed by a great many Bristol citizens, sub­ 
mitted to the com pany— and got a brush-off. 
D oes Mr. Smoyer think that M ss Landreth was one of the 
cogs in his so-called 
Grundy machine, 
which he charges with 
ruining this community? 
I he Burgess of Bristol at that time was the late Joseph Dc- 
Benneville Abbott, an eminent physician and scientist 
In the 
wave of indignation in the Borough over th*' fact toat M ss Lan- 
dreth's protests were ignored, he took the lead anti m ade tests 
of his own which quickly verified the suspicion that the water 
desperately needed purification before being 
served 
to 
the 
public. 
lf, as Mr. Smoyer pretends to believe, there was a ‘‘Grundy 
gang 
raiding Bristol, was Dr. Abbott one of the gangsters? 
The demand for Bristol to take charge of the water plant 
and run it right gained quick momentum. 
One of those who 
m oved into the forefront was the late Henry L. Ancker, an out­ 
standing financier, who produced the financial program whereby 
the borough could buy and operate the water works. 
Anothei 
was a brilliant young lawyer, th ’ late Senator Howard I. James, 
w ho conceived the legal arguments to win for the Borough per­ 
mission to proceed with what was then almost com pletely an 
innovation in Pennsylvania— borough ownership of 
a 
public 
utility. 
All these were prime movers in the successful undertaking 
of giving Bristol, first, its own water plant, and, later, its sewage 
system, 
lf there has been a “Grundy machine, " they were the 
ringleaders. 
H ow about it, John Sm oyer— are these the ones 
you had in mind when you told the Philadelphia reporter, in 
effect, that gangster politicians had been wasting the community's 
resources? 
Lady in the waterworks ii flair. Bristol hired the services of 
the Boardman engineering firm. 
Virtually every step taken in 
four decades and a half was taken on their recommendation. 
Lven when Mr. Smoyer cam e into power at the municipal build­ 
ing he found that he could do no better than retain the Board­ 
man concern as engineer. Surely he doesn t consider either this
